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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Weather  played  an  important  roll  in 
livestock  marketings  and  price  trends  in  the 
midwest.     Snow  and   cold  curtailed  receipts, 
particularly  on  Monday  when  prices  advanced 
on  most  livestock.     However,    later  in  the 
period   cattle  marketings  were  liberal  and 
prices  declined.     Good  to  Prime  slaughter 
steers  under  1150#  sold   steady  to  500  higher 
for  the  week  at  most  centers  while  other  weights 
and  grades  sold  steady  to  $1.00  lower.     Bar- 
rows and  gilts  found  good  demand  and  sold 
strong  to  750  higher.     Prices  on  slaughter 
lambs  were  steady  to  500  higher  over  most  of 
the  area. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Weather 
and  road   conditions  upset  normal  marketing 
patterns,    a  development  which  was  reflected  in 
abnormal  distribution  of  receipts  and  uneven 
price  trends.     Early  week  storms  sharply  cur- 
tailed receipts  at  Western  Corn  Belt  markets, 
but  with  improved  road  conditions,  Wednesday's 
run  was  the  largest  midweek  supply  in  3  years. 
This  coupled  with  less  urgent  demand  for 
beef  saw  opening  price  upturns  on  most  cat- 
tle shaded   or  turned  into  declines.     Good  to 
Prime  steers  under  1150#  best  resisted  late 
downward  price  pressure,    and   such  cattle  sold 
mainly  steady  to  500  higher  for  the  week.     Most 
other  weights  and  grades  of  steers  closed 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,   the  principal  excep- 
tion at  St.   Louis  National  Stock  Yards  where 
all  slaughter  cattle  sold   500  higher.     Con- 
tinuing good  demand  for  cattle  that  would 
produce  a  carcass  of  beef  weighing  700#  down 
resulted   in  steady  to  500  higher  prices  for 
most  heifers,    and  was  also  a  factor  in  the 
two-way  trend   in  the  steer  trade.     At  all  mar- 
kets weight  continued  more  of  a  price  deter- 
mining factor  than  usual,    this  being  clearly 
evident  in  Chicago  where  steers  1350#  up 
closed  mostly  $1.00  lower.     The  percentage 
of  slaughter  steers  increased,  with  the  number 
of  beef  steers  at  the  7  markets  reaching 
98,971,   the  largest  for  any  week  of  record 
since  these  data  were  first  compiled  in  Jan- 
uary 1955.     This  total  was  about  10,000  above 
the  previous  week  and  17,000  above  a  year 
earlier.     The  reduced  supply  of  slaughter  cows 
sold  steady  to  500  higher  except  steady  to  500 
lower  at  St.  Joseph  and  Oklahoma  City.     Bulls 
sold  steady  to  500  higher;  vealers  steady  to 
$1.00  higher. 

Numerous  loads  Prime  1115-1465#  steers 
$28.50-29.00  in  Chicago  early  with  load  1328# 
$29.25.     Late  bulk  such  cattle  $28.00-28.50, 
Choice  bulking  at  $25.00-27.50  with  under  1100# 
up  to  $28.00  and  over  1400#  down  to  $24.50. 
Elsewhere  high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  real- 
ized $27.25-28.25,   2  load 3  96 7#  mixed   steer 
and  heifer  yearlings  $29.50  at  St.  Joseph. 


Choice  steers  closed  from  $24.50-27.00  with 
weights  under  1150#  mainly  $25.50-27.00,   in- 
stances $27.50;  Good  and  low-Choice  $22.50- 
25.50.     Good  and  low-Choice  fed  heifers  sold 
from  $22.50-25.50,    or  about  the  same  as  com- 
parable grade  steers.     The  relatively  high 
level  of  heifer  prices  compared  to  steer  sales 
was  illustrated   at  Omaha  where  all  grades  of 
heifers  averaged  $24.96  the  first  3  days  of 
the  week  compared  to  $24.72  for  steers.     This 
is  due  mainly  to  the  average  weight  of  heifers 
being  considerably  below  that  of  steers. 
Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers 
realized  $25.50-27.75  during  the  week. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Weather  played   an  important  role  in  the  mar- 
ket as   storms  and  bad  road  conditions  over 
much  of  the  midwest  and  western  area  not  only 
tended  to  further  curtail  marketings  but  also 
curtailed  early  week  demand.     However,   outlet 
generally  proved  fully  adequate  to  absorb  sup- 
plies at  midwest  as  well  as  southwest  termi- 
nals.    The  temporarily  curtailed  outlet  in  a 
few  instances  influenced  moderate  weakness 
but  for  the  most  part  prices  were  steady  to 
strong.     At  Kansas  City  and  So.   St.  Paul  a 
steady  to  500  higher  trend  prevailed.     At  Den- 
ver,  where  the  annual  stock  show  attracted 
over  14,000  head  for  a  commercial  feeder  auc- 
tion,  prices  usually  were  maintained   on  a 
steady  basis.     Slaughter  cattle  prices  toward 
midweek  showed  a  lower  trend  and  this,   along 
with  the  severe  weather  conditions  and  the 
recent  USDA  estimate  of  a  9  percent  increase 
in  the  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed 
might  well  have  been  expected  to  curtail  out- 
let for  stockers  and  feeders.     However,   on  the 
other  side  of  the  ledger  are  factors  contrib- 
uting to  a  fairly  widespread  demand.     For 
example,   the  composite  average  price  of  all 
slaughter  steers  at  the  7  markets  was  $25.32 
or  only  $1.57  lower  than  a  year  ago  whereas 
the  average  price  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers 
at  10  markets  for  the  week  at  $24.12  was  $3.63 
lower  than  a  year  ago.     Apparently  to  many 
this  represented  a  fairly  attractive  feeding 
margin,   particularly  since  very  abundant  sup- 
plies of  feeds  are  stockpiled  throughout  the 
midwest. 

Good   and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers 
sold  from  $24.00-27.50,  Choice  562#   short  year- 
lings $30.00;  Medium  and  low-Good  stockers 
$19.50-23.50.     Few  Choice  750-800#  feeder 
steers  brought  $26.00,   majority  Good   and  Choice 
800#  up  $22.00-25.00.     Good  and  Choice  year- 
ling heifers  sold  from  $21.00-24.00,   Choice 
504#  $27.00.     Good  and  Choice  steer  calves 
ranged  $25.00-32.00,   majority  $26.00-30.00; 
same  grades  heifer  calves  $23.00-28.00.     Me- 
dium and  Good   stock  cows  brought  $14.00-18.00, 
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few  young  cows  to  $20.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at 
the  12  markets  decreased  11  percent  from  the 
previous  week  but  were  3  percent  above  the 
corresponding  week  a  year  ago.     Cold  weather 
along  with  snow-blocked  roads  in  some  sections 
early  in  the  week  were  factors  contributing 
to  the  reduced  supply.     Mixed  U.   S.   No.   1,    2 
and  3  200-250#  barrows  and  gilts  comprised 
the  bulk  of  the  receipts  although  at  many  of 
the  western  Corn  Belt  centers  there  was  a  sub- 
stantial volume  weighing  over  250#.     Supplies 
of  sows  continued  seasonally  small  making  up 
5-10  percent  of  the  receipts.     Prices  advanced 
for  the  third  consecutive  week  as  smaller  re- 
ceipts combined  with  broad  demand  occasioned 
by  the  need  for  many  packers  to  obtain  sup- 
plies to  keep  killing  gangs  in  full  operation 
mainly  accounted  for  the  upturn.     Compared 
with  the  previous  week's  close,  barrows  and 
gilts  sold  steady  to  75*  higher,    largely  25- 
50*  higher;   sows  25-50*  higher  over  most  of 
the  area. 

Mixed  No.   1-3,   190-250#  barrows  and  gilts 
closed  at  $12.75-13.75,    that  price  range  at 
some  points  including  weights  up  to  260#. 
Selected  lots  of  No.   1,    and  No.   1  and  2, 
usually  averaging  190-230#  and  largely  sorted 
for  weight  and  grade  uniformity  brought  $13.50- 
14.25.     Mixed  No.   1-3,   270-550#  sows  bulked 
at  $10.25-11.75.     Feeder  pigs  sold  50*  higher 
at  Sioux  City  and  So.   St.   Paul.     Good  and 
Choice  100-160#  lots  sold   at  South  St.   Paul 
late   at  $11.00-11.50,  Medium  and  Good  130-160# 
at  Sioux  City  mostly  $10.50-11.00. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.   S. 
No.   1  over  No.   3,    live  basis  200-2 20#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  was  87*  per  cwt.  based  on  whole- 
sale carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chi- 
cago January  14  to  January  20,    1960  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  were  8    per- 
cent less  than  the  preceding  week  but    were 
little  changed  from  corresponding  week  last 
year.     Approximately  70  percent  of  the  bar- 
rows and  gilts  were  mixed  U.   S.   No.   1-3  200- 
240#  weights  with  No.   2-3  butchers  above  240# 
accounting  for  fully  25  percent  of  the  run. 
Closing  prices  compared  with  Friday  the  pre- 
vious week  were  50-75*  higher  on  both  butchers 
and  sows.     U.   S.   No.   1-3  190-240#  butchers, 
sold      late    from  $12.60-13.50  and  a  limited 
volume  mostly  No.   1  cashed   at  $13.50-13.75. 
Mixed  No.    1-3   270-400#   sows  bulked   at  $10.25- 
11.75;  400-550#  $8.50-10.75. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
week  but  about  6  percent  above  a  year  ago. 
Tradinp  for  slaughter  lambs  was  fairly  active 
at  higher  prices  on  early  sessions  but  part  of 
the  advance  was  erased  on  late  rounds  to  leave 
sales  steady  to  50*  higher  for  the  week  over 


most  of  the  midwest.     Slaughter  ewes  were 
steady  to  50*  higher  with  feeder  lambs   steady 
to  strong,   instances  50*  up  at  Ft.  Worth.     Late 
in  the  week,  most  Good   and  Choice  85-115#  wool- 
ed  slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $18.50-20.00,    a 
large  share  $19.00  up.     Lots  mostly  Choice  , 
cashed  from  $19.75-20.50,    instances  $21.00. 
Good  and  Choice  80-110#  shorn  slaughter  lambs 
with  No.   1  and  Fall  shorn  pelts  sold    from 
$18.00-19.00.     Choice  shorn  lambs  80-105# 
cashed  from  $19.00-19.50,  few  $20.00.     Cull 
to  Choice  wooled  slaughter  ewes  bulked  from 
$3.00-6.00  with  some  sales  $6.50-8.00.     Most 
Good  and  Choice  64-83#  feeder  lambs  sold  from 
$18.00-19.50. 

Firm  prices  prevailed  for  slaughter 
lambs  in  the  Interior  area  early  in  the  week 
despite  fairly  large  marketings,   however,   de- 
mand narrowed  towards  the  close  and  late  sales 
were  mostly  steady  on  all  classes.     Mixed  Good 
and  Choice  90-110#  wooled  slaughter  lambs 
closed   at  $18.00-19.00  delivered  to  packing 
plants  with  most  lambs  under  105#  $18.50-19.00. 
Choice  wooled  lambs  cashed  from  $19.00-19.50. 
Good   and  Choice  85-105#  No.   1  and  Fall  shorn 
slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $17.00-18.00  with 
Choice  mainly  $18.00-18.25.     Cull  to  Choice 
wooled  slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $2.00-5.00.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  on  fresh 
meats  was  moderately  active  at  most  large  East 
Coast  consuming  centers  with  dullness  prevail- 
ing at  some  points  at  the  close.     This  con- 
trasted sharply  with  the  very  active  trading 
during  the  two  previous  weeks  and  was  direct- 
ly attributed  to  slower  movement  of  meats 
at  consumer  levels,  and  the  fact  that  retail 
inventories  were  large.     Supplies  were  normal 
for  the  most  part,  with  volume  of  beef  rather 
liberal  at  some  markets.     Veal  and  calf  sup- 
plies were  below  normal  at  Baltimore,  but 
fully  normal  at  New  York,   influencing  sharp 
price  declines  there .     Pork  receipts  at  New  York 
were  moderate.     All  interests  participated  in 
the  week's  trade,  however,  a  cut-back  in  pur- 
chases was  obvious,  along  with  widespread 
preference  for  steer  carcasses  under  750#. 
Clearance  was  poor  at  New  York  and  Washington, 
but  fairly  complete  at  other  markets.     Steer 
hinds  and  ribs  out  of  carcasses  800#  and  up, 
and  lamb  above  60#  posed  the  greatest  problem 
at  New  York,  with  carryover  of  lamb  quite 
sizable,   and  several  lots  of  beef  cuts  failed 
to  clear. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,   and  steady  to  weak 
at  other  markets;   cow  beef  $1.50  lower  at  Phila- 
delphia,  otherwise  steady.     Veal  sold  fully 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  Baltimore  and  Phila- 
delphia,  steady  to  weak  at  Washington,  however, 
declines  of  $2.00-3.00  were  recorded  on  both 
veal  and  calf  at  New  York.     Sales  of  lamb  at 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  were  steady  to 
$1.00  up,  but  the  trend  at  other  markets  was 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,  the  decline  mainly  af- 
fecting carcasses  55#  and  up.     Pork  loins 
closed  mostly  steady  as  late  declines  erased 
early  advances  of  5O0-$2.OO  at  New  York,   Balti- 
more,  and  Washington.     Spareribs  sold  steady 
to  $3.00  higher,  except  steady  to  $1.00  lower 
at  New  York.     Other  fresh  pork  cuts  were 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  Washington  and  Phila- 
delphia, but  steady  to  $3.00  higher  at  Balti- 
more,  and  prices  for  skinned  hams  and  Boston 
butts  $1.00  higher  at  New  York. 


CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef,   lamb 
and  fresh  pork  supplies  were  moderate  for  the 
week.     Lamb  supply  included   increased   showing 
of  carcasses  35-50#.     Veal  supplies  were  small 
with  Choice  and  Prime  carcasses  scarce.     Trad- 
ing was  moderately  active  on  steer  and  heifer 
beef  with  prices  steady  to  $1.00  higher,   how- 
ever,  the  early  advance  on  Choice  carcasses 
700-900#  was  erased  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 
Trade  was  moderately  active  on  beef  chucks  and 
rounds  through  the  week  at  steady  prices,  but 


trade    was    slow  on  loins  and  ribs  over  30#. 
Ribs  under  30#  were  in  comparatively  small  sup- 
ply and  were  quickly  absorbed  with  all  inter- 
ests aggressive.     Trade  was  slow  on  veal,   how- 
ever below  normal  supplies  influenced  higher 
prices  following  substantial  upturns  the  past 
few  weeks.     Closing  trade  was  slow  on  lamb 
carcasses.     Pork  loins  met  a  good  demand 
early  but  closed  slow  under  a  poor  demand 
and  early  upturns  were  erased.     Spareribs 
moved  well  but  butts  were  slow  throughout. 
Compared  to  the  previous  Friday:     Steer  and 
heifer  beef  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  veal  fully 
$1.00  higher,    lamb  steady  to  $1.00  lower,   pork 
loins  8-16#  5O0-$1.OO  lower,  Boston  butts  4-8# 
$1.00-1.50  lower,    spareribs  3#  down  steady  to 
500  higher. 


PACIFIC  COAST  -  Trade  was  moderately  ac- 
tive on  steer  beef  with  supplies  moderate  but 
adequate.     Choice  carcasses  under  600#  were 
rather  limited  while  Standard  and  low-Good 
offerings  showed  a  slight  accumulation  at  Los 
Angeles.     The  moderate  supplies  of  calf,  veal 
and  lamb  were  adequate  for  the  fair  demand. 
Fresh  pork  supplies  were  slightly  liberal,  with 
some  accumulation  at  Los  Angeles.     The  supply 
of  smoked  meats  more  than  adequate  except 
bacon.     Prices  compared  to  the  previous  week: 
Steer  beef  mostly  steady,    cow  beef  steady  to 
$1.00  lower,   calf  and  veal  mostly  steady;  lamb 
steady  to  $1.00  higher;  fresh  pork  cuts  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  except  for  loins  as  much  as 
$3.00  higher,  while  New  York  shoulders  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  the  decline  mostly  at 
Los  Angeles;   smoked  skinned  hams  about  steady, 
bacon  steady  to  $2.00  higher  with  the  advance 
at  Los  Angeles,   lard  mostly  steady. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

Trading  on  steer  and  heifer  beef  was 
moderately  active  early  but  closed  slow  at  most 
points  with  part  of  the  early  advance  erased. 
Supplies  of  beef  were  slightly  increased  and 
this  along  with  the  narrow  consumer  demand  late 
in  the  week  brought  about  an  incomplete  clear- 
ance.    Trading  was  slow  on  lamb  carcasses  and 
generally  lower  price  trends  prevailed  even 
though  supplies  were  slightly  reduced  at  sev- 
eral points.     Compared  with  the  previous  week's 
close:      Steer  carcasses  sold  steady  to  500 
higher  at  Chicago  with  the  most  advance  on  Good 
carcasses  with  the  early  advance  on  Choice 
erased.     Late  sales  at  Omaha  on  steer  beef  were 
steady  to  500  higher  and  at  New  York  and  Denver 
steer  carcasses  500-800#  closed  5O0-$1.OO  high- 
er with  carcasses  800-900#  steady  to  500  lower 
with  the  full  decline  late  at  New  York.     Heif- 
er beef  sold  steady  to  500  higher  throughout 
while  lamb  closed  steady  to  $1.00  lower.

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BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was 
slow.  Woolen  and  worsted  type  pulled 
wools  comprised  the  bulk  of  sales  with  a 
fair  amount  of  pulled  combing  wools  sell- 
ing at  firm  prices.  Prices  at  Australian 
markets  were  very  firm  with  Japan  and  the 
Continent  the  principal  buyers.  At  New 
Zealand  markets  prices  were  up  one  pence 
with  good  general  competition.  The  Cape 
prices  continued  strong.  Carpet  wool 
prices  were  steady.  Prices  remained  firm 
in  all  the  primary  markets. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  lambs  wool  con- 
tinued  to  find  good  demand  and  prices 
ranged  from  86-900  clean.  Several  cars  of 
mixed  3/8s  and  1/4  blood  fleece  wools  for 
April-May  delivery  sold  for  $1.10  clean 
basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  In  Idaho  100,000 
fleeces  of  3/8s  and  1/4  blood  ewes  wool 
were  contracted  in  the  spread  of  46-51^-0 
grease  basis  for  late  February  and  early 
March  shearing  and  in  Northern  Wyoming 
several  cars  of  mixed  grade  and  staple 
lambs  wool  sold  at  36-450  grease  per  pound. 
A  car  of  tags  sold  for  12|-0.  The  Idaho 
wools  bulk  3/8s  and  l/4  blood  brought  47- 
49§0.
